TRYING 10 DIVIDE

RUSSIAN ARMY

INTO 3PARTS

Evidently is Secret of Present Ger-

man Offensive

NEW DRIVE IN THE SOUIH

Forces of Von Lessenger After Two

Weeks Rest Resume Attack

Along Zlata-Lip-

London, Aug. 28. The secrets of
the German offensive now are re-

vealed in the concentration of heavy
forces near Vilna and east of Kovel.
' If the Germans can break through

at these widely separated points,
they will divide the Russian army In-

to three parts and will hope to crush
eacli one separately.

.The greatest danger point to the
Russians seems to be ast of Kovel
where the Germans have already pen
etrated tiie marshes which were ex
pected to stop their advance toward
Pinsk. The invaders at this point
are now more than 50 miles east of
Brest-Litovs- and less than .'id miles
from the railway to Moscow which
connects strategic points on the
third line of the Russian defense.

The great marshes of Pinsk are
crossed only by one line of railroad
and this is now threatened by the
dermai) forces which have crossed
the marshes by wagon road and are
now advancing east and north.

Berlin, Aug. 28. After a two weeks
rest the army of Gen. von Lessengen
in tho extreme east part of Galicia
has struck a hard blow at the Rus-
sians on the Zlata-Lip- a river, cap-

turing 2,4ml prisoners, six cannon
ami 11 machine guns.

Berlin, via Sayrillo, Aug. 28. The
official report of the German sub-

marine which has just returned to
headquarters announces the com-

plete destruction of one of the larg-
est British ammunition factors and
which was located in a coast town.

London, Aug. 27. The Germans
now in possession of the entire Brest-Litovs- k

line, with the exception of
the fortress of Grodno, have resumed
the offensive in the Baltic provinces
and are pressing tiie Russians botli
iu tiie districts southeast of Mitati
and to the east of Kovno in an effort
to reach the main line of railway
which passes through Vilna and
Dvinsk to Petrograd. This may in
time prove the most important of the
German operations, although at pre
sent they are using more troops in
the pursuit of the Russians, who are
retiring from Brest-Litovs- k and the
line on either side of the fortress.

It is expected, however, that with
the fall or Brest Litosk, which has
been followed, it is announced today,
by that of Olita. south of Kovno, th
armies of Field Marshal von I linden-bur- g

will be reinforced and make an-

other attempt to cut off the retreat
of the Russians. H is believed here,
however, that It now is loo late to ac-

complish this purpose.
The Russians apparently had evac-

uated both Brest-Litovs- and Olita
before the Germans arrived, as the
latter make no claim to the capture
of gnus or booty. The Austrian of-

ficial report states that Archduke
Joseph Ferdinand found the town of
Kamleniez Litovsk in flames when be
arrived. There are indications, there
lore, that the Russians still are car-
rying to the rear everything1 movable
that might prove of use to the invad-
ers and burning what they are unable
to take with them.

The Russians apparently have de-

cided to evacuate Grodno, the one im-

portant stronghold on their principal
line of defense, which tliey still re-

tain. A message from Petrograd to
Renter's Telegram Company quotes
tho Russky Invalid as stating that
Grodno will be given up when the re-

treat of the defenders has been cov-

ered.
